With the towering 
skyline of Chicago's 
lake front beauty, a 
Texas preacher's heart 
was warmed and 
broken by the little 
children playing on the 
sidewalk jungles of tall 
apartment buildings. 
Understanding the life 
of growing up in 
poverty, Bro. Hyles 
knew it would take a 
church and a people to 
reach so vast a city. 
Turning from wealth, 
Bro. Hyles loudly 
proclaimed, "I'll take 
the bus kids!" And 
that he did: for forty- 
one years, Bro. Hyles 
accepted the comm- 
ittment of reaching 
those whose lives 
were a reflection of 
poverty and hardship. 
Questioning church 
members watched as 
thousands of people 


filled the buses and the 
pews of First Baptist 
Church. One evident 
reason was that the heart 
of a city had been touched 
by the heart of a country 
preacher. In 1978, Bro. 
Hyles felt a greater need 
for the young people 
riding our buses. This 
burden was the need of a 
Christian school. Hence, 
City Baptist Schools were 
started for the express 
purpose of providing the 
young people from the 
Chicagoland area with a 
quality education, free 
from drugs and violence 
and with Christ as its 
center. Proverbs 29:18 
says, "Where there is no 
vision the people perish." 
Bro. Hyles' vision for 
Chicago became the 
reality for thousands of 
young people as they 
were given the opportu- 
nity to attend a Christian 


school. His vision 
paved the way for 
many of our graduates 
to scatter abroad the 
country in full-time 
Christian service.
